SUNKEN SUBMARINE F4 MOVED 
300 FEET CLOSER TO SHORE 


Hope of Salvaging Boat Is Revived 
but None of Finding Any eof 
Orew Alive. 
WASHINGTON, March 3.-—The sub- 
marine F4, sunk at the entrance to 
Honolulu harbor, had been moved 300 
feet toward shore by vessels with ca- 
bles at 3 o'clock this morning, acoording 
to @ message received today by Secre- 
tary Daniels from the commander of the 

first submarine division. 

This brief message was the first posi- 
tive word that the rescue parties have 
made any progress in bringing the lost 
submarine to the surface. While it gave 
hope of salvaging the boat, it revived no 
kecpes that any one inside may be found 
alive.

PLEA TO SAVE EASTER CHICKS 


Jobe H. Curran Says Children Treat 
Them Cruelly. 

John H.. Curran, former Immigration 
Commissioner of Missouri, has made a 
protest to the Humane Society against 
the display of newly hatched chickens 
in stores as Easter favors. The practice 
is inhumane, he argues, bad economics 
and generally to be condemned. 

He points out that the chickens are 
dumped into show windows, where they 
are handled by “gummy fingered chi!- 
dren, blissfully smearing an ice cream 
cone with one hand and crushing a 
piping yellow chicken in the other.’’ 
Death by torture, maiming, starvation 
and thirst is often tne lot of the chicks, 
which Curran calls “wee souls, offerings 
to the god of thoughtlessness at Easter- 
tide.”

Q.T. CRAWFORD HAD LEASE

Fourteen members of the King’s The- 
ater Stock Company, 13 of whom claim 
Broadway, New York, as their address, 
discussei ways and means of getting 
back to that classic thcroughfare today, 


following the closing cf the theater last 
night. 

Favorite topics of conversation among 
these stagefolk were Manager O. T, 
Crawford’s diamonds and his large li- 
mousine; the delay which occurred last 
week in getting the manuscript for this 
week's play out of an express Office, 
where it was held for a $%0 C. O. D. 
charge; the all-night rehearsals which 
this delay made necessary, and the 
stage hands’ refusal to begin a new 
week last night without their pay in ad- 
vance. 

It was the stage hands’ action, accord- 
ing to the players, which kept them 
from playing a few nights longer and 
raising money enough to get them home. 

Lease for 10 Weeks. 

The All-Star Amusement Company, 
consisting chiefly of Manager Craw- 
ford, leased the King’s for a period of 
10 weeks, beginning Monday night, 
March 8, with the privilege of extending 
the lease through the summer. An am- 
bitious program of stock company 
drama, with stars in the leading roles, 
was then announced. The star list, as 
proclaimed by Crawford, was to include 
Florence Roberts, Hdmund Breese, Wi'!- 
ton Lackaye, Virginia Harned, Margue- 
rite Clark, Dustin Farnum, Charlotte 
Walker, Amelia Bingham and Nance 
O'Neill. 

Florence Roberts came, opened in 
“Zaza,” and played her three weeks’ 
engagement, which closed Sunday night. 
Edmund Breese was to be the second 
star. But Breese got wind of the fact 
that the venture was not making enough 
money to pay salaries, and he sent his 
manuscript without coming. The manu- 
script was priced at $26, C. 0. D. It 
stayed in the express office until last 
Wednesday, when the management got 
it out. { 

Wednesday night, after a performanoe 
of “The Strength of the Weak,” the 
manuscripts of “The Master Mind," 
Breese’s play, were passed out among 
the actors, and Thomas Coffin Cooke, 
stage manager, kept them rehearsing 
the rest of the night and made them 
resume work after breakfast Thursday. 
The same pace was Kept up through the 
week, and the actors were ready to put 
on the show when Crawford announced 
to them Sunday night that the house 
was to close. 

Questioned About Diamonds. 

The announcement caused a realistic 
mob scene. ‘‘We want two weeks’ pay 
and fare to New York,’’ was the first de- 
mand. Crawford said he would try to 
arrange for the fare, but that the two 
weeks’ salary would nave to be waived. 

“What about your big limousine?’ de- 
manded one actor. ‘And those big dia- 
monds you wear?’ said another. Craw- 
ford said the car was his wife's, and 
that the diamonds were going to re- 
main where they were. 

While the discussion was at its height, 
a telephone message came, stating that 
Mrs. Crawford was ill and that her hua- 
band should go to her at once. Man- 
ager Cooke says this message was sent 
at the suggestion of an attache of the 
theater, who telephoned to the Crawford 
home. In response, Crawford hurried out 
of the house and moved rapidly south on 
King’s highway, toward the bright lights 
of Delmar boulevard. The members of 
the compay have not seen him since, 
but they say a lawyer, representing 
Crawford, met them yesterday and of- 
fered them railroad tickets to New York 
if they would sign waivers of all other 
claims. They refused to do this, some 
saying that their board bills must be 
paid before they could take their bag- 
gage away from St. Louis. 

Week's Salary Due Actors. 

The actors say they received, last 
Wednesday night, the preceding week's 
salary, which they should have re- 
ceived three nights before. They thus 
have a claim for a week's salary, be- 
side the customary two weeks’ claim 
on dismissa). Their contraots, they say, 
are for a term of 10 weeks or more, 
but they don’t wish to be unreasonable. 

Members of the company familiar with 
the theater's finances said the expenses 
had been $3000 a week, of which $750 
represented the star's salary, $865 the 
other actors’ salaries, $200 for orches 
tra, $200 for stage hands, and the bal- 
ance for tncidentals and advertising. 
The first week, the receipts were $1009, 
the second week $800 and the third week 
a little less than $8. 

Florence Roberts said today that she 
had “adjusted’’ her claim for salary.

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BANK ROBBING 
ON THE BUM, SAYS 
OUTLAW STAR 


Officers Announce Big Haul and 
Robbers Ride Away With Bag 
of Nickels, He Says. 


INSURANCE FIRMS WORKED 


Bank Collected $2600 Losses 
Where ‘Boys’? Got Only 
$180, He Declares.

CHANDLER, Ok., 
Starr, outlaw, who 
wounded by a boy following a bank rob- 
bery at Stroud Saturday, lying immov- 
able on a cot in the county jail here, 


smiled frequently as he talked to a 
newspaper man today. When, however, 
he spoke of his little son, who is named 
Roosevelt Starr, he brushed tears from 
his eyes. 

He is part Cherokee Indian. He says 
he is only three-eighths Indian, but he 
looks more. His skin is swarthy and 
he has the Indian’s high cheek bones. 
He is educated and has traveled nearly 
all his life. He has the physique of an 
athlete, is thin and wiry and, although 
his leg bone is shattered and the wound 
would have endangered the life of an 
ordinary man, Starr hasn't had even a 
touch of fever. 

‘That's because I have always lived 
temperately,”’ he said. “I never took a 
drink of liquor in my life, never smoked 
nor chewed, and never even drank a 
cup of coffee. 

‘‘Look at that,’’ and he held out. his 
hand with the fingers spread out. There 
wasn’t a quiver. “My nerves are as 
steady as steel” he said. And they 
were. , 

Admits He Is Owtlaw. 

“What became of the old Henry Starr, 
the old outlaw of years ago?’’ he was 
asked. 

“You gee him 
“T am the only Henry 
there ever was. You see I started 
young.”’ 

“Was your father an outlaw?’ 

“No, sir, my father was a good man, 
a cattleman, and he gave me good rear= 
ing. My mother is as dear and sweet 
an old lady as you ever met. You’ll 
see her if you wait an hour. She's 
coming to see me. My father has been 
dead a long time and my mother is mar- 
tied again. Her name is Gordon. She 
lives in Stillwell.’’ 

He then recounted the asatary of his 
crimes up to the Amity (Colo.) bank 
robbery, for which he served three 
years in the Colorado penitentiary. 

Continuing, he said that after his 
release on parole from the Colorado 
penitentiary he went to Holly, Colo., 
and started a restaurant. He declared 
that people were afraid of him and 
that he went to the warden and 
asked permission to go to Wygming. 
This was granted and he went to that 
state where he worked as a section 
hand, in a furniture store and at 
various:other jobs, only to lose his 
position when it became known who 
he was. Starr said he then “beat” his 
way back to Oklahoma, arriving there 
last June. 

“Bank Robbing on the Bum.” 

‘YT got home June 11 last,”’ he contin- 
ued. I stayed around till Sep- 
tember, and between May and 
Sept. 14, banks were robbed in Ok- 
lahoma. They knew I was here. They 
blamed them all on me. TI didn't have a 
hand in one of them. Since 1907 thera 
have been 201 banks robbed in Oklahoma. 
“he whole State got excited over it. 
They got after me, and they chased 
me hard, and last September T broke 
over. They ought not lay all these bank 
robberies on me. I couldn't do them 
e.13. 

“And, say, let me tell you right here, 
these bankers know how to make a lit- 
t's on this robbery business, too. It’s a 
fact I’m telling you, that one bank was 
robbed, and the boys got only $180 in 
silver, but those bankers gave it out 
that they lost $2600, and the insurance 
company paid them that much. Thev 
made nearly $2500 by that deal. Anothe 
time the boys got $900, and the bank 
hollered for $3400, and got every cent 
from the insurance company. 

“Another thing, outlaws don't get 
much, I never got enough to pay. That’s 
sure. The banks give it out that there's 
been a big haul and the poor outlaw 
rides away with a bag of nickels. It’s 
a bum business. Why, just look at this 
last robbery. Two banks at once, and 
only abont $5000 haul, and seven people 
to split it among. Nothing in it.’’ 

“T never saw that kid that shot me 
until after I was shot,’’ he continued. 
“Ae was under cover in a building and 
shot before he came out. He never had 
a chance to come out In the open and 
shoot me. No one had a chance to do 
that. T was watching every opening. I 
didn’t want to kill anyone. I never killed 
but one man in my life, and that in 
self-defense.”’ 

“Mother Brings Him Soup. 

While Starr was talking his mother 
came in with a hot bow! of soup for 
him. 

“Fle's got the numps new, Uenry.” 

Later Starr's wife came, a good- 
looking young woman, who kissed 
him fondly and patted his cheek. 
When the outlaw had been fed and 
they had chatted awhile, laughing to- 
wether as if no trouble was ahead at 
all, and were preparing to go, Starr 
said:

Seance Held in Evening. 

A “dark circle’ seance had been 
held in Mrs. Manley’s home earlier in 
the evening. She told the police all 
who had taken part in this meeting 
and had gone home when the shoot- 
ings occurred. 

Mrs. Manley’s room is on the first 
floor at the east side of the house. 
It has a bay window with three open- 
ings, the north and south sections of 
the window being set at an angle so 
that they command a view of the 
rear and front yards.

About 20 minutes after she retired, 
Mrs. Manlev said, she heard a noise 
and looking out the window farthest 
north she saw a man standing under 
a window of a rear room, occupied 
by Mrs. Ida Louden and her three 
children.

Although Mrs. Manley sald the lace 
curtains were hanging down at her 
window when she fired, no bullet hole 
was found in the curtains and they 
were not powder burned. 

There were no footprints around 
the window and policemen said they 
could find no finger prints on the 
sill or sash or anything to indicate 
that anvone had been wounded at or 
near the window. 

While McGuire's hody lary on the lawn, 
and hefore it was identified, William L.

The man alleged to have been swind- 
ling newsboys for several weeks is un- 
der arrest.

Federal Court Enjoins Enforcement of 
Glucose Law Against Inter- 
state Commerce. 

MADISON, Wis., March 3.—Judge 
Sanborn today ordered the issuance “f 
a perpetual injunction restraining the 
State authorities from eniorcing ap,aiiint 
the Corn Products Refining Co. the Wis- 
consin law requiring the labeling of the 
ingredients on syrup packages. The 
decision declares the statute valid, how- 
ever, as to the internal commerce of 
the State. Costs are allowed. The Court 
held that the State should be restrained 
from applying the law to the company s 
goods or its retailers because this would 
interfere with interstate commerce, but 
that restricted to internal concerns the 
law is valid. 

Two names have been applied to the 
commodity in question, glucose and corn 
syrup. A Wisconsin law of 197 providel 
that glucose labels must read “glucose 
flavored with sugar syrup” and must 
bear no other label. The company, in- 
stead, labeled its goods as composed of 
corn syrup and refiners’ syrup, in ac-— 
cordance with the Federal food and 
drugs act. The United States Supreme 
Court held that the State law wag an 
interference with the Federal law. 

The Wisconsin Legislature then passed 
the act of 1913 to compel the use of a 
glucose label in connection with the corn 
syrup label. It is the enforcement of 
this law which the Federal Court has 
enjoined.

In both cases, on sighting the sub- 
marine, the captain tried to escape by 
putting on all speed possible, but the 
under-water craft overtook the steam- 
ers, showing that Germany now has 

some of her most modern submarines en- 
gaged in the blockade operations against 
England. 

The missing boat from the Aguila, 
containing 15 members of the steamer’s 

_crew and two passengers, has reached 
safety. This is the fourth boat that 
put off from the Aguila after the sub- 
marine attack. It was believed to have 
foundered. The number of men now 
supposed to have lost their lives with 
the sinking of the Aguila is nine. 

Tae captain of the Falaba, who was 
one of those lost, was given five min- 
utes to get his passengers and crew into 
the boats, but, according to the sur- 
vivors, before this was possible, a tor- 
pedo was fired, striking the engine room 
and causing a terrible explosion.

The third-class conscripts—-those 
who go in the beginning to the ter- 
ritorial militia—are given only 30 
days’ drilling in all. Thus about one- 
third if ea®h year’s conscripts go into 
the regular army. 

The field army of Italy is divided 
into three cavalry divisions and 12 
infantry corps, with two infantry di- 
visions in each corps, except that the 
Ninth Corps, stationed at Rome, has 
three divisions. 

Each infantry division has a 
force of 14,156 officers and men, 1399 
horses and 30 guns. Each division is 
made up of two brigades of infantry, 
and each brigade has two regiments.

Man Testifies Captain’s Wife 
Was Overcome and He 
Helped Carry Her to Room, 


HUSBAND WAS _ PRESENT 


Webster Woman Who Is Suing 


for Divorce Had Previous- 
ly Declared She Was IIl. 


The details of a champagne, party at 
the American Hote), at which Mrs. 
Carrie B. Lewis of Webster Groves had 
to be carried to a room and was partly 
disrobed by two men in the party, were 
testified to by Sinclair Lieber of 4480 
MoPherson avenue, today, at Clayton, 
at the second day's hearing of Mrs. 
Lewis’ suit to divorce Capt. William J. 
Lewis, a steamboat broker. 

Lieber, who is city sales manager for 
the Haas-Lieber Grocery Co., said he 
had, with the assistance of William 
Carney, taken off Mrs. Lewis’ outer 
garments and then her corset as she 
lay on a bed, as he said, intoxicated. 
Mrs. Lewis, testifying yesterday, had 
answered this charge in her husband's 
crose-bill by saying she had been strick- 
en with acute gastritis, which she fre- 
quently suffered, and had only had one 
glass of champagne in the evening. 

Last Car Heme Gone. 

There were eight or 10 persons in 
the party, Lieber said. It was in the 
summer of 1918, a little more than a 
year after the Lewises had been mar- 
ried, and was the finishing touch toa 
river trip. They had two private 
dining rooms, which they entered 
about 11:15 p. m. and occupied until 
2:30 a. m. He said Col. C. C. Butler, 
manager of the hotel, was one of the 
party and was “in and out” on busi- 
ness. 

Seven or eight quarts of cham- 
pagne had been served, he said. AS8 
the last car for Webster Groves had 
gone, Col. Butler suggested that 
Capt. and Mrs. Lewis remain over- 
night at the hotel. 

When they got up from the table 
Lieber said, Mrs. Lewis was unable to 
walk. Lieber and Carney clasped 
hands in basket-fashion, he declared, 
and carried Mrs. Lewis to the eleva- 
tor, and then to the room. 

Fanned With a Towel, 

They placed Mrs. Lewis upon the bed. 
said Lieber, who described her condition 
as “fainting and prostrated.’’ He said 
he considered she was intoxicated. ‘‘We 
unfastened her collar,’’ he said, ‘‘and 
then someone fanned her with a towel 
while someone else got a giass of cold 
water. He said Capt. Lewis was in the 
room and raised no objection when he 
and Carney began loosening Mrs. 
Lewis’ garments. He said Capt Lewis 
appeared to be sober, and apparently 
was superintending the task of car- 
ing for his wife, urging everybody in 
the room to do all they could for her. 

Miss Julia Williams, Lieber said, was 
jn the party, and assisted in caring for 
Mra. Lewis. When Capt. Lewis’ counsel 
asked who Miss Williams was, Lieber 
replied that she was a guest at the 
hirthday party at the Lewis home in 
August, 1913. 

“A Lavish Entertainer.” 

Lieber, when cross-questioned 
about his sobriety that time, testi- 
fied that he was “a lavish entertainer 
but a spare drinker.” He said his 
share of the bill that night was $20. 
He wae cross-questioned on his abil- 
ity to differentiate between intoxi- 
cated and sick persons, and when he 
flatly expressed his belief that Mrs. 
Lewis was intoxicated that night, 
Mrs. Lewis created another stir in 
court by uttering a sound, as if the 
testimony was unbelievable, and 
burying her face in her hand for a 
few moments. 

Mrs. W. lL. Bain testified she once 
was at the Lewis home and heard Mrs. 
Lewis refer to the Captain as a “ma- 
hogany head."" Later, in a telephone 
conversation, Mrs. Bain asked Mrs. 
Lewis why she was breaking up house- 
keeping. She said Mrs. Lewis replied: 
“Well, I do not want to sit across from 
that little monkey face another Sunday.” 
Lewis smiled at this remark. 

Lewis’ allegations that his wife en- 
terteined a man music teacher at din- 
rer in their home was corroborated by 
Catherine Cleary, a former maid in the 
Lewis home, who testified Mrs. Lewis 
also served brandy to the music teacher, 
and asked her to say nothing about the 
visit to Mr. Lewis. She said Mrs. Lew- 
is served brandy at the musicales she 
gave. Augist Heman, Mayor of Uni- 
versity City, was a witness for Lewis 
regarding the latter’s sobriety. 

Yesterday Mre. Lewis was on the 
witness stand four hours, telling of 
frequent embarrassments caused by her 
husband getting drunk. Mrs. Arthur 
Schaid, M. J. Day, C. H. Washburn and 
H. M. Duck testified for her. Mrs. G. 
F. Decker of Webster Groves, and the 
Rev. Courtney Jones, rector of the Epis- 
copal Church of Old Orchard, were char- 
acter witnesses for hér. Mrs. Lewis was 
a church worker while she lived in 
Webster Groves. She formerly was an 
actress.

DISCUSS GRIEVANCE 
WITH U.S, OFFICIAL 


Decision on Calling of Strike 
Postponed Until Arrival of 
Conciliator Tonight. 


Awaiting the arrival of William Black- 
man, Commissioner of Conciliation of 
the United States Department of Labor, 
who will be in St. Louis this evening, 
the committee of the § telegraphers’ 
union, given authority to call a strike 
of Western Union employes, decided at 
noon to postpone action. While the 
vote of tha men who have attended the 
two meetings held by the union has been 
to strike unless 44 dicharged employes 
should be reinstated, the committee felt 
that no action should be taken until the 
arrival of Commissioner Blackman. The 
complaint of the discharged men is that 
they were dropped when it was discov- 
ered they had become members of the 
union. 

Six men who attended meetings of the 
union yesterday were discharged last 
night when they reported for work. 
G. R. Alger, chief operator in the St. 
Louis office, said that he thought most 
of the men knew they were going to be 


dropped because there was not enough} 


work. 

Alger and W. J. Armstrong, district 
traffic manager, said that none of the 
44 men had been discharged because of 
their activity in the union. 

Armstrong announced at noon that he 
had received orders from the company 
headquarters at New York to allow all 
men who are upon the waiting list 
half time pay. One of the chief com- 
plaints of.the union men has been that 
from 60 to 60 men had to report at the 
Western Union office each day for 
emergency call and were able to make 
little beyond the cost of their meal 
tickets. These tickets are given to the 
men on the waiting list calling for $1.10 
in food at the company’s restaurant, for 
which the men are charged $1 out of 
whatever work they do. 

This move of the company, Armstrong 
said, was not due to the threatened 
strike, but was decided upon by the gen- 
eral officials of the company at a ban- 
quet held at the Hotel Jefferson in Feb. 
ruary. 

Sylvester Konenkamp, internationa] 
president of the Telegraphers union, who 
came here from Chicago to attempt to 
afijust the difficulties of the Western 
Union employes, or conduct the strike, 
said that the sentiment of the men is 
solid in favor of a strike and that they 
report that messenger boys and work- 
ers in all departments will walk out if 
2 strike is ordered. 

He said that the situation is unusual 
in a labor struggle, as the possibility of 
a strike evolves solely upon the restora- 
tion of the men who believe they were 
discharged for joing the union. This 


LLOYD-GECRGE FAVORS 
DRASTIC ACTION TO END 
DRINKING DURING WAR 


Tells English Shipbuilders Liquor Is Country's 
Greatest Foe and Must Be Settled With 
Before Germany Can Be Beaten. 


LONDON, March 9.—The advisability 
of putting into effect total prohibition 
of the sale of intoxicating Hquors in En- 
land during the war was discussed yes- 
terday by David Lloyd-George, Chancel- 
.or of the Exchequer, with a deputation 
of the Shipbuilding Employers’ Federa- 
tion, which urged such a step. 

“We are fighting Germany, Austria 
and drink, and so far as I can see, the 
greatest of these three deadly foes is 
drink,’’ said the Chancellor. 

It was stated that despite the fact that 
work was being carried on night and 
Cay seven days in the week, the total 
working time on the average in nearly 
alf the British shipyards was actually 
loss than before the war, and the aver- 
age productiveness had decreased. There 
were many men doing splendid and stren- 
uous Work, probably as good as the men 
in the trenches, but many did not even 
approximate full time ,thus disastrously 
reducing the average. 

Liquor Sales Increasing. 

Notwithstanding the curtailment of the 
hours they are allowed to keep open, the 
receipts of the public hourss in the 
neighborhood of the shipyards, it was 
said, had greatly increased, in some 
cases 40 per cent. The instance of a bat- 
tleship coming in for immediate repairs 
Was .cited. She was delayed a whole 
day through the absence of riveters, 
who were drinking and carousing. In 
one yard the riveters have been work- 
ing on the average only 40 hours a week, 
and in another yard only 36 hours. 

In conclusion the deputation, which 
included representatives of the lead- 
ing shipbuilders of the country, drew 
attention to the example set by France 
and Russia and urged upon the Chan- 
cellor the need of drastic action. 

The Chancellor, in the course of his 
reply, said the reason the Government

yhad not heretofore taken more drastic 
action on the liquor question, was be- 
cause it needed to be assured that it 
was not going adverse to public senti- 
ment; otherwise more harm than good 
would be done. The Government must 
fee) that it had every class in the com- 
munity behind it when taking action 
which interfered severely with individual 
liberties. But now, he was sure that 
the country was beginning to realize the 
gravity of the situation. 

“I have a growing conviction, based on 
accumulating evidence,”’ continued the 
Chancellor, “that nothing but root and 
branch methods will be of the slightest 
avail in dealing with the evil. I believe 
it is the general feeling that if we are 
to settle German militarism, we must 
first of all settle with drink.” 

Favored by Kitchener. 

Lloyd George intimated that Lord 
Kitchener, the Secretary for War, and 
Field Marsha! French, in command of 
the British expeditionary forces on the 
Continent, were of the same opinion, and 
he promised to lay the statements of the 
deputation before the Cabinet. He said 
in conclusion: 

“IT had the privilege of an audience 
with His Majesty this morning and I 
am permitted by him to say that he is 
very deeply concerned on this question 
—very deeply concerned—and the con- 
cern which is felt by him I am certain 
is shared by all his subjects in this 
country.”’

No one in 
England desires to ruin the German 
people, but it is they who will pay the

Generalissimo of the allies’ armies. He 
is careful of the lives of his men. 

Kitchener the Dictator. 

In a room at the top of the grand stair- 
case in an imposing building in White- 
hall sits the rea! dictator of Great Brit- 
ain—Earl Kitchener. He thinks only of 
results. }He will not move until he has 
enough men, enough guns and enough 
ammunition to make sure of his results; 
the losses must take care of themselves 
: and they work out on a percentage basis, 
according to the number of men it takes 
to achieve the result. 

In the hands of these two men. the 
future lfes. To crush Germany, to drive 
the Teuton invaders from devastated 
Belgium and from the ravaged soil of 
Northern France they must sacrifice the 
lives of hundreds of thousands of their 
fellow men. They, alone, know when 
and where the great effort is to be made, 
which, if it is successfull, may bring the 
war to a speedy conclusion or may result 
in pushing the line of battle back to a 
new and carefully prepared line of de- 
fenses in the rear.

Siberian railroad, the opening of a road 
to Russia from the Mediterranean will 
be a most potent factor in the great con- 
flict now ‘being waged on the Hastern 
front. 

Less obvious, but really important are 
the political consequences of the forcing 
of the Dardanelles. With Turkey vir- 
tually beaten, the Balkan states will be 
irresistibly drawn into the conflict on 
the side of the allies. Rumania is mob- 
ilized and ready to strike. Greece also 
is prepared, and Bulgaria could not af- 
ford to stay out if the other two nations 
entered the war, because only those who 
fight on the side of the victors can hope 
to divide the spoils. 


Italy May Shorten War. 
It is this same consideration that is 


drawing Italy into the struggle. With 
Turkey beaten and the Balkan states 
aiding Servia in the invasion of Hun- 
gary, with all the Russian forces —— 
ing over the Carpathians now that 
Przemysl has fallen, the fate of -Austria 
is not really in doubt. Italy has every- 
thing to gain and risks nothing in en- 
tering the conflict on the side of the 
allies. But her entry may and probably 
will shorten the duration of the war, 
for her 38,000,000 soldiers are brave and 
are well equipped with modern artillery

FAUSTS SET NEW 
PIN REGORD FOR 
ST. LOUIS-3332 


Silver Medal Winners in A. B. C. 
Tourney Collect Big Total 
in Olympic League. 


The Fausts, silver medal winners 
of the American Bowling Congress, 
with a total of over 8000, beat their 
own record in the last rolling of the 
Olympic League on the Olympic al- 
leys with a total om 3339, the best 
score ever compiled by any team on 
the St. Louis drives. 

But the Fausts were not the only 
ones to star. Bayer, anchor man of 


the Liebersteins, after starting with 
196, came back with a perfect 300 
game. After that he fell back to 167 
and wound up the evening with a 6638 
total, an average of 221.

Apple CriseP—One pint of flour, 2 
tablespoons of sugar, % teaspoon salt, % 
cup of lard or more as desired for a rich 
flaky crust. Beat one egg till light, put 
in a little vanilla and put fn a cup. Now 
fill up rest of cup with cold water. Mix 
flour, sugar, salt and lard till well 
mixed as for pie crust. Then put in egg 
and water. Roll out very thin and all 
in one piece. Now cover with apples 
aliced thin, just half of dough, spread 
a little sugar on, then lap over other 
half of dough. Roll again very little. 
Cut in small squares. Bake till dark 
brown. Put in a very cold place till 
chilled. Serve broken in pieces on a 
mount of whipped cream. 


Welsh Rarebit—Grate or shave a 
half pound of soft cheese; melt a table- 
spoonful of butter in a double botier or 
chafing dish over boiling water and put 
with it 1 gill of hot water and the 
cheese. Cover and while this is melting, 
mix in cup, a teaspoonful celery salt and 
salt spoon dry mustard and pinch of 
cayenne pepper; in another cup - have 
ready 1 teaspoonful each of lemon juice 
and Worcestershire sauce; as soon as 
the cheese has melted to smoothness 
put in the dry seasoning and then beat 
in 2 eggs, whipped very light; when 
these are well blended with the cheese 
(in about 8 minutes after they grain), 
add the Worcestershire sauce and lemon 
Juice.
